HE  Committee  of  Management,  in  presenting  their  Thirty - 


sixth  Annual  Report  to  the  Governors  and  Subscribers  of 
the  Royal  Hospital,  are  glad  to  be  able  to  say  that  the  year  1903 
has  been  an  eventful  one  in  the  history  of  the  Hospital,  as,  through 
legacies,  they  have  been  enabled  to  undertake  some  very  valuable 
and  much  required  building  works. 

Through  the  receipt,  in  the  early  part  of  the  year,  of  a  legacy 
for  £1,000  from  Mrs.  Isabella  Greene,  they  were  enabled  to  proceed 
with  a  work  that  had  long  been  needed.  The  lead  roof  of  old 
Shaftesbury  House  being  quite  worn  out,  the  Committee  took  the 
opportunity  of  adding  another  storey  to  that  part  of  the  building, 
by  which  they  obtained  nine  extra  bedrooms,  some  of  which  have 
been  appropriated  to  the  nurses  on  night  duty,  enabling  them  to 
obtain  their  necessary  rest  in  the  day  time  undisturbed. 

On  the  notification  of  another  legacy  of  £4,500,  from  the  late 
John  Heneage,  Esq.,  and  J.  B.  Hilditch,  Esq.,  and  Mrs.  Hilditch’s 
munificent  donation  of  £1,000,  the  Committee  invited  tenders  for 
the  erection  of  a  new  Out-Patient  Department,  the  want  of  which 
had  long  been  felt,  on  plans  already  prepared  by  their  Architect, 
Mr.  Prank  J.  Brewer.  Messrs.  Soole’s  tender  for  the  work  having 
been  accepted,  it  was  at  once  commenced,  and  is  making  good 
progress. 
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With  the  sanction  of  the  President  of  the  Hospital,  H.R.H.  the 
Duke  of  Cambridge,  K.G.,  H.R.H.  the  Duchess  of  Albany  was  invited 
by  the  Committee  to  open  the  new  Out-Patient  Department,  and 
receive  purses  in  aid  of  the  Building  and  Extension  Fund,  and  the 
Committee  have  great  pleasure  in  stating  that  H.R.H.  the  Duchess 
of  Albany  has  graciously  acceded  to  their  wishes,  and  appointed 
Friday,  the  8th  of  July  next,  for  the  ceremony. 

The  Committee  regret  to  have  to  report  that  the  accounts 
which,  at  the  end  of  the  year  1902,  enabled  them  to  carry  forward 
a  balance  of  £218  8s.  Id.,  now  show,  after  settling  every  liability, 
a  deficit  due  to  the  Treasurers  of  £217  5s.  5d. 

Three  of  their  chief  sources  of  income  show  a  serious  falling 
off  during  the  past  year  :  viz.,  the  annual  subscriptions,  £34  12s.  6d  , 
donations,  £101  19s.  lid.,  and  Hospital  Sunday  Collections,  £43 
12s.  8d.  As  the  annual  subscriptions  of  a  hospital  form  its  most 
reliable  support,  the  Committee  feel  that  any  diminution  of  income 
from  this  source  is  deeply  to  be  regretted,  and  they  would  urge  their 
friends  and  supporters  to  help  them  in  getting  more  annual  sub¬ 
scriber.  The  decrease  in  the  donations  is  however  accounted 
for  when  it  is  remembered  that  in  1902  the  Committee  received 
from  the  Richmond  Corporation  Festivities  Committee  the  sub¬ 
stantial  amount  of  one  hundred  guineas  ;  and  the  deficiency  in  the 
receipts  from  the  church  collections  may  perhaps  be  accounted 
for  by  the  disastrous  weather  of  1903.  It  is  gratifying  to  find  that 
the  amounts  received  from  the  friendly  societies  increased  by  £17 
14s.  6d.,  and  the  collecting  boxes  by  £12  12s.  8d.,  showing  an  ever 
increasing  interest  by  the  working  classes  in  the  prosperity  of  the 
Hospital. 

The  Committee  regret  to  record  the  death  of  Dr.  Withecombe,. 
who  was  on  the  active  staff  of  the  Hospital  from  its  opening  till 
1875,  when  he  resigned  in  consequence  of  leaving  Richmond,  and 
was  appointed  one  of  the  Honorary  Medical  Officers  of  the  Insti¬ 
tution. 

The  new  portion  of  the  Hospital,  the  Operating  Theatre  and 
the  lavatories  of  the  Cambridge  and  Mary  Adelaide  Wards  have 
been  lighted  by  electricity,  and  the  Hospital  has  been  placed  in 
telephonic  communication  with  the  General  Post  Office. 
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The  following  gentlemen  were  elected  Vice-Presidents  of  the 
Hospital  duringthe  past  year,  viz. :  The  Rev.  W.  Russell,  M.A.,  Mus, 
Bac.,  Vicarof  Sunbury ;  the  Rev.  G.  Barrett,  D.D.,  of  Richmond,  and 
the  Rev.  G.  G.  Richards,  M.A.,  Vicar  of  Upper  Teddington. 

In  addition  to  the  legacies  above  referred  to,  the  following  have 
been  received,  viz.,  Mr.  Edward  Loyd  Benyon,  per  Mrs.  Benyon, 
£50  ;  Mrs.  Emma  Bateman,  £10  ;  and  a  further  sum  of  £81  5s.  3d. 
on  account  of  Mr.  Parfrey’s  estate. 

The  following  Members  of  Committee,  viz.,  Mr.  H.  M.  Bird- 
wood,  C.S.I.,  Col.  G.  F.  Guyon,  Mr.  C.  Home  Sinclair,  Sir  James 
Szlurnper,  J.P.,  and  Mr.  F.  G.  B.  Trevor,  C.I.E.,  retire  by  rotation, 
but  are  eligible,  and  offer  themselves  for  re-election.  Col.  Rodney 
E.  Mundy  having  resigned,  on  his  leaving  the  neighbourhood,  and 
Col.  H.  S.  E.  Reeves,  C.B.,  having  also  resigned,  there  are  two 
vacancies  on  the  Committee  to  be  filled. 

Among  the  larger  donations  received  during  the  year,  the 
Committee  most  gratefully  acknowledge  a  further  sum  of  £55  from 
Mrs.  Porteous,  the  result  of  her  annual  sale  of  work,  in  addition  to 
a  sum  of  £7  15s.,  being  that  lady’s  annual  half-crown  collection; 
£38  15s.  6d.  from  the  Mid-Surrey  Golf  Club ;  £23  10s.  from  Mr. 
R.  J.  Radford ;  twenty  guineas  each  from  Miss  Willis  and  Mr.  W. 
Catling ;  ten  guineas  each  from  Mr,  Easton  Gibb,  Messrs.  B. 
Nowell  &  Co.,  Mr.  Henry  Smith’s  Charity,  and  a  thank-offering  per 
Mr.  W.  A.  F.  Bateman  ;  and  £10  from  Mr.  A.  J.  Brink. 

The  Committee  gratefully  acknowledge  the  valuable  and  useful 
gifts  received  during  the  past  year  from  '  many  friends  of  the 
Hospital,  a  list  of  which  will  be  found  at  the  end  of  this  Report. 

In  conclusion,  the  Committee  wish  to  record  their  sense  of 
gratitude  to  the  Honorary  Medical  Officers  for  their  valuable 
services,  and  also  their  appreciation  of  the  manner  in  which  the 
Members  of  the  Staff  have  carried  out  their  duties.

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ABSTRACT  OF  THE  RULES. 


87,  In-Patients,  if  considered  suitable  by  the  House  Surgeon, 
shall  be  admissible  on  presenting  their  tickets  of  recommendation 
at  the  Hospital  before  Twelve  o’clock  at  noon,  such  tickets  to 
remain  in  force  for  six  weeks  only, 

88,  ACCIDENTS  and  urgent  cases  shall  be  admitted  at 
all  times,  without  letters  of  recommendation. 

89,  When  there  shall  be  want  of  room  in  the  Hospital  for 
the  admission  of  all  persons  duly  recommended  and  qualified  to 
be  In-Patients,  preference  shall  be  given  to  cases  admitting  of 
the  least  delay, 

91,  No  woman  pregnant  (except  in  extraordinary  cases,  such 
as  accidents,  or  where  some  surgical  operation  is  required),  no 
insane  person,  no  person  subject  to  chronic  epilepsy  or  suffering 
from  any  infectious  disease,  confirmed  consumption,  or  any  disease 
that  may  be  judged  incurable,  shall  be  admitted  as  an  In-patient. 

92,  Whenever  any  person,  duly  recommended  as  an  In- 
Patient,  cannot  be  admitted  for  want  of  room,  or  be  either  rejected 
as  ineligible,  or  discharged  for  irregularity,  a  letter  to  that  effect 
shall  be  sent  to  the  person  by  whom  the  Patient  has  been  recom¬ 
mended.
